Prelim. Amdt/Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed 01/25/2008. Claims 2-7 and 22-37 are 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-7 and 22-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 9 and 12-14, with respect to claim 22, 26, 27 and 31 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

The prior art of records to Kawai et al, Bellis Jr. et al, Bergman et al and all other cited 
references, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or 
the method of operating a checkout terminal comprising, among other things, activating an 
indicia identifying the location of the an active electronic article surveillance tag deactivator as 
set forth in claim 22; indicating that an intervention is needed if the electronic article surveillance 
tag has not been deactivated within a predetermined time of allowing the deactivation as set forth 
in claims 26, 27 and 3 1 .
